ADDING CRYSTAL POSITION TO RECEIVERS 
HE45, HE50, etc. 
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lg——. This circuit added 
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| | “Merit 27 mc. RF Coit! 
SW-608 tuned to crystal 
frequency 


The circuit as drawn will work for most receivers, The de- 
tails apply to the HE45 & HE50,. If only one crystal position is 
wanted, use a DPDT switch as shown, The use of a low capacity, high 
dialectric switch is most desirable. Keep leads short as practical 
and fn the clear’ and open as much as possible. If you use more than 
one crystal position, you are Jimited to the range of the resonant 
coil SW-608, The crystal is a third overtone, Other crystals may 
work but be on the wrong frequency when operating on the overtone 
frequency instead of fundamental. To determine the frequency of the 
crystal add the IF frequency to the signal frequency F, + IF = Fe. 
Examples) 29,493 + 1.650 = 31,143 mc. crystal.
